reffiHL- to enter trusts and combination.1; 
arc entitled to relief when these trunks 
try to force them to the wall. This de- 
cision wan rendered in the suit of the 
Dueber Watch Case Company, which 
mied the K. Howard Watch & Cloek 
Manufacturing Company for $500,000 
damagcH, charging that tho defendant, 
in failing to induce the plaintiff to enter 
the combination, set about deliberately 
to ruin the plaintiff's business by intim- 
idating dealers who wanted to buy Duc- 
ber cases. The court held that a good 
cause of action was established ; that it 
may be right to fix prices and abut out 
opposition in a legitimate business way, 
but to create a monopoly and ruin-all 
who refuse to participate in such un- 
lawful enterprises is injurious to trade 
ami commerce, and therefore illegal.

No sin- 
gle exhibit ia as yet complete, and alto- 
gether they do not form an good a rep- 
resentation of California's character ami 
possibilities as the display uf the Slate 
.Board of Trade in the Crocker building. 
Even the fruit stands in Chicago are 
better advertisements of the capabili- 
ties of the state than this great building 
which lilts cost bo much money to con- 
struct, to decorate and to equip. 


The legislature appropriated a lump 


sum of $;iOO,Ol)0 for the purpose of rep- 
resenting California at Chicago, and the 
several counties and private individuals 
have spent as much more, and all there 
is to show for it is a great barn of a 
building con taining little more import- 


attractive 
than 
may 
be 


found in a first class grocery store. 
What 
California should have done 


is to provide for the display in rapid 


succession of her very best products 
each in its own season. To attempt by 
the construction of a vast building to 


mipete with far richer communities 
as a monstrous error. 
At best 11 building shows only Ihe skill 


of an architect, adding nowise to the 
standing of ti state. Washington, with 
a big cabin made of native logs, lias 
really done something worth notice, 
while California with a stately building 
has simply fallen in line, but a consider- 


distance behind the older and 


•lelier states. 
AVo are not informed 
what proportion of the state fund went 
fur the construction of thin building, I: 
certainly a very large share of it, nnd 
every dollar thus expended was wasted. 
This is the common history of such ap- 
propriations ; not one time in ten arc 
they expended judiciously in a way to 
promote the best interests of the state. 


There is a good deal to be said for
